“  extreme  velTels :  iucb,  however,  is,  at  the 
“  fame  time,  the  natare  of  the  animal  eco- 
“  nomy,  that  this  debility  proves  an  indired 
“  flimuius  to  the  fangiiiferous  fyftem ;  whence, 

“  by  the  intervention  of  the  cold  ftage,  and
